The subject matters of claims 1 and 9 appear to involve an inventive step over the documents 
cited in the ISR. 

Document 1 shows a multi-processor system composed of control nodes (client con^Juters) 
and resource nodes (server computers) both connected to a network wherein a control node outputs 
write transactions the number of which is M to a resource node via the network; when the resource 
node receives a first write request message, it sets the stale of its resource as reserved so that it 
cannot accept another write request message and outputs a response message to the first write request 
message to the control node through the network; and the resource node executes an updating 
process according to the first write request, whereby the time required for such resource node to 
process such write request message is shortened. 

However, documeni 1 does not describe the construction of a memory access process 
wherein a multi-process system's processing memory access by a resource node, wherein the 
controller of the control node shifts its resource to the write-locked state whereby the resource cannot 
accept any read request or any other write request messages from processors or input/output devices 
for other requests prior to a request that it receives; and outputs an updating message for the write 
request message to the resource node, whereby an updating process for a plurality of write-request 
messages is executed. A person skilled in the art could not have easily conceived of this matter. 
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
